"NoTtli Md Novel Beading. " 

Rev. C. 8. Lucas' lecture on " Novels 
and Novel IJeadin;.'" attracted an im- 
mense audience of Maysville's best peo- 
ple to the Christian Church last night. 
Ail deiioiniiiatioiis were represcnteil. 
Books, he suid, were in a sense ghosts of 
their writers— they contained the ani- 
mus of their authors, lie then rri'i i-iec] 
in glowing terms to the great value of 
good books. Willie all novels are not 
bad, yet most of them are — they are 
trashy and vile, and there is no goo«l in 
them. Many of them were written by 
vicious men and women inon and 
women who trample«l upon all the laws 
of decency anil society. Uc-prctable 
people of Mayaville, he declared, woulil 
bar their doors against many of the lead- 
ing novelists, and yet the l)0(iks written 
by such authors are found on the center 
tables and in the libraries of most homes. 
Dickens st<xMl at tlie bead of tictiiiU 
writers, yet Dickens was a rake. He 
never portrayed the character of a gen- 
fleniaii in any of bis works, \niong 
women novelists* tlie speaker said he 
siq>pnsed George Sand and George Elliott 
stood at the bead of the list. Sand was 
one of the most vicious cliarm'lers that 
ever liye<l. she cursed, snuiked tobacco, 
chewed tohaci'<o, tiressed as a man and 
violated every law of decency. She was 
so vile that even the courtesans of Paris 
would have nothing U* do with her. 
Elliott was but little Iwtter. 

She believed there was no <io<l, no 
heaven. Hhe, too, trampled upon all the 
laws of decency, and soni^t to destroy 
the sHcr*><l relations of marriage, and the 
home circle. 

The speaker then talked of novel 

reading. If people wmild road novels let 
them select good ones, and it would be 
well to read twenty other books to one 
KOi>d novel. The novel reading habit is a 
pernicious luie. It iucapueilates one for 
work, stimulates the passions and culti- 
vates the lowerside of the human nature 
He closed by reading from such men ;is 
Talniage, Iteeeher, John l.otbrop Mot- 
ley, Gt>orge Augustus Sala andotherx, all 
•f whom denounce the. novel resiling 
habit as most |)emiciou8 and hurtful. 

The closest attention was paid the 
speaker throughout Next Tuesday night 
he will lectnre on ** llieaters and Theater- 
going."
